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WORLD COCOA BEAN 
PRODUCTION UP IN 1977/78 


SUMMARY 


World cocoa bean production for the October- 
September 1977/78 season is forecast at 1.48 million 
metric tons, up 10 percent from the poor 1976/77 
harvest of 1.35 million tons. It is likely that this 
second estimate of the 1977/78 world crop will not 
vary more than 3.5 percent from the actual final 
outturn. 

Harvesting of the principal West African crops is 
running very late this season because of unfavorable 
weather during early crop development. African 
production is forecast at 946,800 tons, nearly 11! 
percent above the 1976/77 outturn of 855,000 tons. 
A 7 percent gain in South American production is 
expected, reflecting good crops in Brazil, Ecuador, 
and Venezuela. North American output is forecast to 
rise 14 percent as a result of recovery in Mexican 
production; a record harvest is expected in Asia and 
Oceania because of expanded output in Malaysia. 

World cocoa bean grindings in 1977 are placed at 
about 1.37 million tons, down 10 percent from 1976 
grindings of 1.52 million tons. Grindings in 1978 are 
expected to be near the low 1977 level, thus resulting 
in a world stock buildup of about 100,000 tons. 

World cocoa prices continue to ease, reflecting 
increasing supplies from the 1977/78 crops moving to 
market. New York cocoa bean futures prices (the 
average of the nearest 3 active futures-trading 
months) averaged $1.48 per pound in December, 
down from $1.60 in November. During January, 
prices averaged $1.31 per pound, compared with 
January 1977 prices of $1.54 per pound. During 
February, prices declined further to an average of 
$1.29 per pound. 
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Retail cocoa and chocolate prices are expected to 
remain at high levels this year, reflecting the record 
high costs of cocoa beans currently being processed 
by manufacturers. The total value of U.S. imports of 
cocoa beans and products in 1977 was a record $966 
million, compared with $595 million in 1976, despite 
lower volume. 

Preliminary data indicate that 1977 producer 
export earnings from cocoa beans and products will 
be at an alltime high and in excess of $3 billior, 
compared with 1976 earnings of $2.1 billion and 
$1.94 billion in 1975. 


MAJOR PRODUCERS 


AFRICA. Recorded production in Ghana has been 
revised downward from earlier estimates to 300,000 
tons because of the unusually high movement of 
cocoa into the Ivory Coast. The weakened value of 
the cedi on the world market has made marketing of 
cocoa through the Ivory Coast much more attractive 
to Ghanaian farmers. In addition, some farmers are 
shifting to more remunerative food-producing crops 
and others are seeking higher paying urban jobs in 
efforts to combat Ghana’s nearly triple-digit rate of 
inflation. The extreme lateness of the crop, coupled 
with problems arising from the conversion of market- 
ing to the metric system, and transportation difficul- 
ties have all added to the confusion regarding the size 
of Ghana’s crop this season. 

Ivory Coast’s recorded production has been re- 
vised upward to a record 285,000 tons, reflecting 
higher yields from new plantings and the large 
movement of Ghanaian cocoa across the border. U.S. 
imports of Ivory Coast cocoa beans more than 
doubled in 1977, totaling 38,634 tons valued at $70.9 
million, compared with 1976 imports of 19,121 
tons valued at $27.4 million. Volumewise, U.S. 


imports of Ivory Coast cocoa products fell slightly in 
1977, but because of higher prices, the value in- 
creased to $52.3 million from $41.2 million in 1976. 

Nigerian production is estimated at 210,000 tons, 
nearly one-third larger than the poor 1976/77 crop of 
only 165,000 tons. U.S. imports of Nigerian cocoa 
beans in 1977 fell sharply to only 20,746 tons from 
43,113 a year earlier because of the small 1976/77 
harvest. Cocoa product imports from Nigeria also 
were off sharply. 

Cameroon’s production is expected to be near 
100,000 tons this season, well above the 1975/76 
outturn of 84,500 tons. The United States imported 
no Cameroon cocoa beans in either 1977 or 1976. 


SOUTH AMERICA. Brazilian cocoa bean production 
for 1977/78 is expected to reach 246,000 tons, 5 
percent above the 1976/77 crop of 234,000 tons. The 
1977/78 Bahia main crop is estimated at about 1.65 
- million bags (99,000 tons), compared with 1,497,000 
bags (89,820 tons) in 1976/77. The 1978 Temporao 
crop is projected at 2.15 million bags (129,000 tons), 
compared with the 1977 Temporao harvest of 2.10 
million bags (126,120 tons). Production in other 
Brazilian cocoa areas usually amounts to about 
300,000 bags (18,000 tons). 

Brazil’s exports of cocoa beans and products 
during January-November 1977 totaled $714 million, 
well above total 1976 shipments of $357 million. 


Ecuador’s production is forecast at 72,000 tons, 
up slightly from the 1976/77 harvest of 68,000 tons. 
Exports of cocoa products in 1977 totaled 40,728 


tons valued at $180.7 million. This consisted of 
32,018 tons of chocolate liquor, 2,869 tons of cocoa 
butter, and 5,841 tons of cocoa powder/cake and 
chocolates. Exports of cocoa beans amounted to 
19,950 tons valued at $63.2 million. In efforts to 
provide more cocoa beans for the domestic processing 
industry, the Government has restricted the exporta- 
tion of cocoa beans to 25 percent of national 
production. 


MAJOR IMPORTERS 


World cocoa bean grindings in 1977 were esti- 
mated at around 1.37 million tons, compared with 
1.52 million tons a year earlier. Continuation of 
relatively high prices for cocoa beans and expanded 
use of substitutes and extenders are expected to 
maintain grindings at low levels in 1978. 

The European Community (EC) is expected to 
ease its ban on the use of cocoa butter replacements 
in chocolate manufacture to allow for substitution of 
up to 5 percent by weight of the chocolate content in 
confectionery products. Currently the use of vege- 
table fats other than cocoa butter in chocolate is 
prohibited in the original six EC countries (West 
Germany, the Netherlands, France, Italy, Belgium, 
and Luxembourg). The newer members of the EC 
(the United Kingdom, Ireland, and Denmark) were 
permitted to continue their existing practice of 
including 5 percent substitutes.
